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1.3 DESCRIPTION OF CONTRASTIVE FEATURES 

The consonants contrast in manner of articulation between stops, 
fricatives, and nasals. The stops and central fricatives both con- 
trast between voiced and voiceless. In point of articulation the 
stops contrast between bilabial, alveolar, and velar positions. The 
fricatives contrast between alveolar and glottal and the nasals con- 
trast between bilabial, alveolar, and velar points of articulation. 

In manner of articulation, the vowels contrast between high, mid, 
and low tongue position and the high and mid vowels contrast between 
front and back points of articulation. 
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
